U.S. Patent No. 3,855,915 to Hoyt et al discloses an egg blowing device that 
acts as a mechanical egg blower and which reduces the danger of bacterial 
contamination to the person using this device. 
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U.S. Patent No. 4,182,234 to Reed discloses an egg content remover^, m 
whereby an egg is placed on a cup receptacle and a pair of tubes are inserted into 
the egg . Air is then supplied to one tube which forces the contents of the egg to be 
discharged through the second tube. 

U.S. Patent Nos. 5,289,762, 5,297,477 and 5,317,962 to Phillips describe 
various egg evacuation devices whereby a hollow tube is inserted into an opening in 
the egg and air is supplied through the tube forcing the egg yoke and egg white to be 
removed from the egg shell. 

Applicant believes that none of the disclosed art, alone or in combination, fully 
or fairly disclose an egg cleaning and decorating method and kit described v-and.- -fh 
claimed in this application. Accordingly, Applicant believes that her application ;2> 
presents new, useful and non-obvious technology and that the claims presented witfi \^ C3 
this application are allowable.
